mW SCHOOL PRINCIPAL; 

RADICAL CHANGE IN THE 
KINDERGARTEN SYSTEM 


Mr. Keith Walker of Pa-sadena 
has been selected by the school 
trustees as principal of the Si¬ 
erra Madre Schools for the com¬ 
ing year. His wife, formerly 
Miss Stevens of Pomona, will 
have charge of the kindergarten 
department, under a radical 
change in the system to be used. 

The News is in receipt of the 
following statement from Piof. 
Pierce, chaiiinan of the board, 
which deserves careful attention 
of all school patrons and ta.\- 
payers. 

Public School Plans 

As is generally known, the 
resignation of Mr. Maltbie as 
Principal was accepted early in 
May. The board leceived about 
thirty applications for the place 
left vacant. Many of the appli¬ 
cants already held responsible 
l)ositions in diffei-ent parts of 
the state. 

The board was unanimous in 
■selecting for the position Mr. 
Keith Walker who for the past 
two years has been teaching in 
the John Muir Intermediate 
School of Pasadena. Mi'. Wal¬ 
ker applied for this present jio- 
sition two years ago, at which 
time he pre.sented excellent re¬ 
commendations. Since then he 
has won a reputation in Pasa¬ 
dena. 

The new Principal is a man 
under thirty, a graduate of the 
Moorhead State Normal School 
of Minne.sota and of the Univer¬ 
sity of Minne.sota. He has had 
exijerience in that state aiul in 
Oregon. His work for the past 
two years in I’asadena should be 
of special value in preparation 
for the principalship of our 
school because our graduates go 
to the Pasadena High School. 
He is young, energetic and am¬ 
bitious to rai.SH our school to a 
high level of eOiciency. He is 
especially efhcient in ))layground 
woi'k and should be a strong 
factor in building up the char¬ 
acters of our boys. The board 
bespeaks for him the hearty co¬ 
operation of all the i)arents. 

All of the grade teachers have 
been giving excellent .service in 
our .school, .some five years or 
more, and were re-engaged. 
It is believed this will give sat¬ 
isfaction to all concerned. 

It will doubtle.ss dissapiMjint 
.some to know there is to be a 
change of teachers in the kinder¬ 
garten. This is not intended as 
a I'eflection on the teachers who 
have had charge of that fiej)ait- 
ment for the past year. 

Two reasons influenced the 
action of the board. One was 
the fact that the teachers asked 
to have theii' .salaries rai.sed 
when the extreme limit of taxa¬ 
tion allowed by law foi- the sup¬ 
port of the kindergarten is 
barely enough to support it. 

The main rea.son, however, is 
the fact that after thorough in¬ 
vestigation, the board decided to 
change the character of the 
work. For some years, the kin¬ 
dergarten department of Teach¬ 
ers’ Columbia University, has 
been ex|ierimenting in a line of 
w'ork that is a material modifi¬ 
cation and improvement over 
the typical kinderagrten. It 
leaves out much of the sjxictac- 
ular, which is non-educational, 
and swks to develop individual¬ 
ity in the children. It also en¬ 
ables one teacher to take charge 
of from twenty-five to thirty 
children whereas under the pres¬ 
ent system two teachers are re¬ 
quired. 

The kindergarten suijervisor 
of the Pomona City Schools has 
made a thorough study of the 


new work in Columbia and for 
the past year, with her corps of 
teachei's, has developed the sys¬ 
tem in that city. The trustees 
of our .school visited the Pomona 
kindergai'tens and were fully 
cojivinced that a progiessive 
step would be taken by intro¬ 
ducing the work here. 

They vsei'e not only pleased 
with the woi'k, but had a con¬ 
ference with the superiiitendent 
of schools and the kindergarten 
suiwrvi.sor, both of whom are 
lirmly convinced that a forwtu'd 
step has been taken there in the 
develoi>ment of the childien. 
They al.so report that the par¬ 
ents strongly favor the new 
work, being gi'eatly pleased with 
the results obtaintd during the 
past year. It is a distinct re¬ 
turn to the aims and philosophy 
of h'roebel, the founder of the 
kindergarten. 

Trustee Pierce has been in 
coriesjiondence with .Miss Patty 
S. Hill, Director of Kindergarten 
Education of J'eachers’ College, 
Columbia University, who not 
only congratulates us in intro¬ 
ducing the work along the lines 
which is being developed there, 
but al.so .says in brief, in regard 
to the aims of the work as fol¬ 
lows : 

‘‘First ami foremost, I should 
say that the aim is to train 
children to indeiiendence in car¬ 
ing for themselves, and to spon- 
taiu'ous inter-dependence and co- 
operafion in the work and play 
of otluM' children. Again, it is 
to cultivate concentration, abil¬ 
ity to .solve problems, to build 
up democratic ability, to think 
and act for one’s .self while 
learning to think and act for the 
grouj), as well. We definintely 
work to develo]) initiative and 
leadei'ship together with intelli¬ 
gent pai'ticipation in plans initi¬ 
ated by others.” She promi.ses 
to keep Mr. Pierce in touch with 
any new developments of the 
work at Teachers’ College. 

Of course teachers who have 
had training and experience in 
kindei'gai'ten work as generally 
carried on could not take over 
the work under the new plan. 
The board was, therefore, faced 
liy the i)robleni of .securing a 
teacher who has had exixirience 
in this newer work. They were

RESIGNATION OF 

CITY’ ATTORNEY 


.Ml. Montgomery Asks Trustees 
'fo .Yppoint Successor 
At Once 


City Attorney C. C. Montgom¬ 
ery told the ti'ustees at their 
meeting la.st night tnat he 
wished to resign, successor to be 
appointed as of July 1. He ex- 
pre.s.sed a willingness to give his 
succe.s.sor all iiossible assistance 
in taking up the w'ork. Regard¬ 
ing ixmding prosecutions, he 
said he did not wish to be re¬ 
garded as a (piitter, and would 
therefore agree to see them 
through to a finish. 

Only three trustees were pres¬ 
ent- Dietz, Caskey and Evans. 
They expres.sed a desire that all 
five members be pre.sent for ac¬ 
tion, so the matter was laid 
over. Mr. Montgomery has .sev¬ 
eral times expre.s.sed a desire to 
be relieved of tlie city position 
on account of the pre.ssure of 
private practice and his work in 
the faculty of the U. 8. C. law 
.school, 'fhere was no discussion 
of the matter last night, and no 
talk of iK).ssil)le succes.sors.

PLANH FOR DRAFT 

Sien a Madre may be called up 
to furnish about twelve men on 
the first draft, according to cal¬ 
culations published in the daily 
papers yesterday. Two-thirds 
of one ix>r cent of the “paix?r” 
ixipulation is the basis for cal¬ 
culation. 

The quota named is baswi on 
an estimated population of IHOO. 
The quota may be less, for the 
census figures of 1900 show only 
1300 iKipulation and the regis¬ 
tration of 84 men of eligible age 
would indicate an even smaller 
ixtpulation. 

Draft Postponed 
Postiwnement until next week 
of the draw'ing of numbers of 
men who will be called for exam¬ 
ination for the national army 
seemed probable yesteroay when 
it liecame evident that states 
are not completing organization 
of their district exemption 
Ixuu'ds as rapidly as war depart-1 
mont officials had hoped. 

Baker to Draw Numliers 

Secretary of War Baker him- 
.self probably w'ill draw' the num¬ 
bers which will tell who i.s to be 
drafted. 

He announced this today fol¬ 
lowing a long conference with 
President Wilson at the White 
House, during which final plans 
for the actual drawing were dis¬ 
cussed. If he him.self does not 
officiate, he made it plain that 
one of the highest oflicials of 
the Government would. The 
secretary denied a reixn t this 
morning that President Wilson 
will draw the first number, Imt 
as.serted that great care would 
Ik; taken to have a man high in 
the administration councils in 
charge of the drawing. The 
Government is taking good care 
that there shall be no critici.sm 
of the draft which might result 
from slipshod methods of draw¬ 
ing. 

To Call 4,000,000 

Each state’s quota will be 
based, it was indicated today, on 
the registration of approximate¬ 
ly 0,500,000 men. The first call 
to the colors will be for 687,000. 
but the entire draft will be com¬ 
pleted at one time and the 687, 
000 W'ill lie selected from those 
who were first to be drawn. 
Others will be held in i-eserve 
for later call if needed. 

On the basis of 9,600,000 men, 


it is believed ap])roximately four 
million will lie reipiired by the 
((uota. 

This would enable the Govern¬ 
ment to secure a force, after all 
physical di.squalifications and ex¬ 
emptions of about 1,750,000, ac¬ 
cording to estimates, leaving a 
million 01 ' more men subject to 
later call after the 687,000 had 
lieen .sent to training camps.

Build it in the 
open, not against a tree or log, nor within fifteen feet of 
standing brush. Scraix; away the trash from all around 
it. 

1. Leaving Camp—Never leave a camp fire, even for a short 
time, without quenching it with water and then covering 
it with earth.

Quiet investigation of vice

Some concerns using these patriotic labels paste them in 
.such a manner tliat when the stamp is cancelled, the sticker 
also is struck, thus defacing the (lag. wliich conflicts with 
the law regarding the placing of anything iqxin the national 
emblem. 

The postoflice reiiuests tliat any kind oi stickers u.sed 
upon mail matter, and especially stickers showing the flag, 
shall he placed upon the hack of tlie letter or package and 
not iqxm the face. It also is requested not to u.se patriotic 
stickers for holding together the edge.s of a folder, making 
necessary that the flag he torn or cut in order to oiwn tho 
folder.
